Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for the indication of allowable 



subject matter. 
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3.1 Claims 1-6, 8-20, 22, and 23 are considered allowable, since when reading the claims in 
light of the specification, as per IVIPEP § 21 1 1 .01 , none of the references of record alone or in 
combination disclose or suggest the combination of limitations specified in independent claims 
nos. 1,10, and 15, including: in regard to claim 1, using a computer, providing an IP component 
[defined at Para(s) 1 1 , 20]; automatically generating a plurality of test patterns for all paths in 
the IP component [11, 20]; sequentially inputting the test patterns into the IP component for 
simulation, and outputting a plurality of corresponding simulation results [11, 20]; and extracting 
at least one key data from each of the simulation results, respectively [11, 28]; and integrating 
the at least one key data of each of the simulation results to generate an IP characteristic library 
[11,20]. 

Dependent claims 2-6, 8, 9, 11-14, 16-20, 22, and 23 are deemed allowable as depending 
either directly or indirectly from independent claims 1,10, and 15. 

3.2 The instant application is directed to a non-obvious improvement over the information 
described in the article authored by Zarrineh, entitled System-on-Chip Testability Using LSSD 
Scan Structures, which discloses a technology-independent test synthesis tool that extends the 
basic level-sensitive scan design boundary scan methodology by reusing functional storage 
elements to enhance the testability of embedded memories, embedded cores, and their 
surrounding random logic. 

3.3 The art of record, either individually or in combination, fails to teach, suggest, or render 
obvious the specific arrangement of elements in the same combination as now required by the 
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amended claims. In view of the foregoing, the claims of the present application are found to be 
patentable over the prior art.
